Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Watanabe et al., Journal of Artificial Organs 3:136-142, 2000. The 
instant claims are patentable over Watanabe et al. because Watanabe et al. neither 
teach nor fairly suggest the use of 2,2,6, 6-tetramethyl-1-piperidinyl oxyradical (TEMPO) 
in the instant method.
